year beginning July 1, 1974 will 
be in the vicinity of $17,900,000, of 
which $7,900,000 will be for 
general government and $10,000,- 
000 in educational costs. 

This year, for the first time, 
the budget reflects total 
educational expenses which in- 
clude the public school budget, 
Andover’s share of regional 
vocational school participation 
and principal and interest ex- 
pense on new school construction 
of past years. 

The manager said that while 
the budget requests had been 
reviewed by him, further evalua- 
tion must be done by the 
selectmen, finance committee 
and school committee. He ex- 
pressed the hope that the three 
groups would work together in 
evaluating priorities. 

Still to be considered are such 
items as estimated receipts from 
state and federal sources, which 
can vary, the manager noted. 
These amounts may not be 
available until sometime in 
March when the Cherry Sheets 
are expected from the state. 

Certified free cash and revenue 
sharing funds will also be a fac- 
tor in the tax rate. 

But, even with these con- 
siderations, the manager 
foresees a possible $59 tax rate as 
a real possibility for the year 
ahead. 

Also to be considered is the 
handling of a deferred teachers 
salary account totalling in excess 
of $600,000. This was put off in 
town meeting considerations this 
past year due to adoption of the 
18-month budget. 

The money will be needed in 
1974 and a portion will probably 
be bonded. 

With that decision still to be 
made, there could be further tax 
rate influence, depending on how 
the' town officials and town 
meeting decide to handle the 
matter. It could mean further in- 
creases of $1 on the tax rate. 

A new highway fund act ap- 
proved by the state legislature 
recently will also have a bearing 
on the 1974 levy. The manager is 
awaiting the legislation and the 
manner in which the funds may 
be applied before making 
recommendations to the 
selectmen.

Comets In 
History 


Because comets are 
mysterious, spectacular, and 
often unpredictable phenomena, 
their appearance has sparked 
men’s fears and superstitions 
through most of history, accor- 
ding to the Charles Hayden 
Planetarium, Boston’s Museum 
of Science. 

By explaining comets as 
weather phenomena, caused by 
strong winds, Aristotle helped to 
start 2000 years of comet fear 
since strong winds were blamed 
for such disasters as droughts 
and floods. 

However, the Romans were 
probably the only society that 
ever Saw comets as a good omen, 


to the point of even dedicating a 
temple to a comet. Shortly after 
the death of Caesar, a passing 
comet was interpreted as a sign 
that the soul of Caesar was ad- 
mitted among the gods. 

Fear of comets as a bad omen 
reached its peak in the 15th and 
16th centuries, a time of unusual- 
ly high comet activity. During 
this period war, pestilence, and 
the deaths of kings were at- 
tributed to these ephemeral 
visitors. 

Perhaps the most notorious of 
comets was the brilliant Halley’s 
Comet. Its appearance in 66 A.D. 
was blamed for the destruction of 
Jerusalem during that year. 
When William the Conqueror in- 
vaded England in 1066, Halley’s 
Comet was again seen and 
recorded on the famed Bayeux 
Tapestry - along with an image of 
a group of men pointing fearfully 
at it. When it appeared in 1456, 
the Turks had already seized 
Constantinople and were prepar- 
ing to invade Western Europe. In 
1682 English astronomer Ed- 
mund Halley used this comet 
(which now bears his name) to 
calculate that comets were 
“real’’ bodies which obeyed the 
same laws of motion through 
space as the planets did. 

Although Halley’s new un- 
derstanding of comets dispelled 
old superstitions, it triggered a 
new anxiety: the fear of a comet 
colliding with earth. In 1773 a 
rumor spread through Paris that 
a comet was on a collision course 
with earth, almost certainly 
marking the end of the world. 
The day of the prophesied dis

aster passed without incident. 

Overanxious newspapermen 
cried ‘‘doomsday’’ in 1832 when 
they learned that a comet was to 
cross the earth’s orbital path. 
Few stopped to realize that on 
that day earth would be 50 
million miles away from the 
point where the comet in- 
tersected our orbital path. The 
Jules Verne novel, ‘Off On A 
Comet,’’ published in 1878, didn’t 
help to dispel fears. The story 
told of a comet tearing off a piece 
of the earth and carrying it, in- 
habitants and all, deep into 
space. 

Only 63. years ago one of the 
greatest of comet scares swept 
the earth as Halley’s Comet 
made another return. In the 1910 
appearance earth was to actually 
pass through the comet’s tail. 
Some frightened citizens kept 
bottle of oxygen to protect them 
from the tail’s ‘‘poisonous gas- 
es.’’ More enterprising in- 
dividuals capitalized on the event 
by selling ‘‘anti-comet pills,’ 
while fear drove a few others to 
commit suicide. 


In 1779, English lawmakers in- 
troduced into Parliment a bill for 
the punishment of women who 
“shall betray into matrimony 
any of His Majesty’s subjects” 
by the use of ‘“‘scents, paints, 
cosmetic washes’’ and other 
beauty aids. The marriages 
would be null and void and the 
guilty females would be 
prosecuted for witchcraft.

Gradually, moderation 
tempered these laws, leading to 
their repeal in 1681. Five years 
later a Christmas service was 
conducted in the Boston Town 
Hall, but it was not until 1856 that 
the holiday was legally recogniz- 
ed, and New England actually did 
not enter enthusiastically into 
Christmas observances until the 
latter half of the nineteenth cen- 
tury!

usual cooperation from the 
manager, the principals and a 
terrific building committee, 
whose members had divergent 
views and cooperated with one 
another with great results. When 
people don’t cooperate, then the 
compromises are often much 
worse than any of the single 
views ~represented. Here they 
were better. Chairman Ralph 
Crossan deserved real praise.”’ 

Dinisco says he comes in as an 
outsider in every community he 
works in, and he assesses An- 
dover as one of the healthy ones. 

“Andover has honest open dis- 
cussion of differences, and 
healthy adversary relationships. 
Some other communities have 
the reputation for this, but when 
you get inside, the reputation 
doesn’t hold up. Andover also 
created something here several 
years ago when it built the Ban- 
croft School, a fine building 
which is greatly admired. It’s a 
strong enough community that it 
was willing to go out ahead in- 
stead of being always half a step 
behind. 

Johnson, Hotvedt and 
Associates is not a firm of school 
architects, and that is a big plus 
for Andover, says the young 
Newton architect, a principal in 
the firm. He holds that the firm’s 
diversified practice (museums, 
residences, schools, industry 
abroad and in this country) helps 
the firm to approach each pro- 
ject without preconceived ideas. 

“We think architecture should 
be problem-solving in the 
broadest sense, but within the 
limitations of finances, policy, 


safety time, and such factors. We ° 


scrutinize the program, talk to 
the people who must use the 
building, take all the limiting fac- 
tors into account, evaluate 
prototype examples already 
built, then come up with our own 
Solution to the problem. We 
always give the client alter- 
natives, but push our first choice 
solution. 


Teachers and students seem 
delighted with the appearance of 
the two renovated buildings, but 
Dinisco says consideration of the 
visual does not come into play un- 
til after the problem has been 
solved. A building’s equipment 
also should be part of the 
architect’s solution, Johnson, 
Hotvedt believes, since an in- 
tegrated solution takes 
everything into account; building 
- equipment, kids. Doherty and 
Shawsheen each got a different 
architectural solution, but both 
are furnished with Cameron- 
McIndoo’s bright colored plastic- 
coated furniture modules that 
clamp together to make tables, 
bookcases, desks, and storage 
containers of various kinds which 
also serve aS space dividers.

Kenneth Dinisco is a Medford 
native, and a graduate of 
Amherst College and the Har- 
vard Graduate School of Design. 
He had varied architectural ex- 
perience before joining Johnson, 
Hotvedt as a partner, and now 
lives in Newton. 

Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin says Dinisco has won un- 
iversal praise from town officials 
for his imaginative, creative ap- 
proach to the problems of the two 
schools. Austin cites Dinisco’s 
sensitive attention to principals, 
teachers and town officials, and 
to the details of tracking down 
problems, and maintain records 
throughout construction, down to 
the last items on the punchlist. 
“The paperwork flow from the 
firm was outstanding,’’ the 
Manager comments. 

The Doherty School took more 
imagination and creativity than 
Shawsheen, Dinisco says. 
“Shawsheen is a fine old school, 
beautifully built with lots of in- 


dividual characteristics. You 
didn’t want to violate the 
character of the building, but to 
follow its themes. At Doherty, on 
the other hand, you really had to 
create a character for the 
building, and impose it by the 
design.”” Visitors at Sunday’s 
open house, 1-4 p.m., will be 
struck by the changes at Doher- 
ty, most having to do with light 
and space. Shawsheen has its sur- 
prises too, in new learning spaces 
the school lacked before. 


The project is virtually finish- 
ed. ‘‘We’re down to nickels and 
dimes now, trying to get the most 
equipment for the schools we can 
with the money that’s left.’’ The 
motivation for this is the firm’s 
frank desire for good references 
to prospective clients. 


Beyond that, Kenneth Dinisco 
says ‘‘We want to be able to come 
back here and be greeted by peo- 
ple who are using the building 
who are satisfied with our perfor- 
mance.”

A Decade Of Active Ministry 


By U. Sylvester Berger 

On Jan. 31, 1962, Rev. Reuben 
Lundeen, Regional Director of 
the Board of American Missions 
of the New England Lutheran 
Conference, contacted interested 
people to meet with him and to 
discusss the plans that had been 
made to establish a new 
Lutheran mission in Andover. 

The founders attending that 
first meeting with Pastor Lun- 
deen were: Mr. and Mrs. 
Sylvester Berger, Mr. and Mrs. 
Richard Clendaniel, Mr. and 
Mrs. Lance Dockray, Mrs. Carl 
Gill, Mrs. Frederick Roediger 
and Mr. George Schwedler. 

In the late spring of 1962, 
Pastor Lundeen asked that a 
search for a parsonage be made 
for the yet unnamed minister and 
to confer with him on the 
purchase of a suitable residence. 
The home at 69 Carmel Road met 
the objectives of the housing 
committee and negotiations were 
completed to buy the property on 
behalf of the congregation. 

The Rev. Hartland H. Gifford 
from Zion Lutheran Church, Du- 
quesne, Pa., accepted the call to 
the Andover mission and on June 
13, 1962, he and his wife, Carol, 
made an exploratory trip to An- 
dover to join with about 20 people 
who were interested in the new 
congregation. At this meeting, 
the name, ‘‘Faith Lutheran 
Church of Andover, 
Massachusetts,’’ was selected. 

The Parsonage was readied for 
the arrival of the Giffords in 
August and the first step towards 
the establishment of a Lutheran 
congregation in Andover was un- 
der way. A Central Advisory 
Committee was appointed to per- 
form the tasks of a church coun- 
cil. The committee initially con- 
sisted of: Pastor Hartland Gif- 
ford, chairman; Mrs. Lance 
Dockray, secretary; Mrs. 
Frederick Roediger, Messrs. 
Charles Becker, Sylvester 
Berger, John Clapper, Jr., 
Richard R. Clendaniel, Lance 
Dockray, Floyd F. Hewitt, 
Lester Johnson, Bruce Nord- 
quist.

This committee searched for a 
Suitable place for worship and 
finally negotiated with the Pike 
School for the use of the 
assembly room in the building on 
the corner of Porter Road and 
Hidden Road. On Nov. 4, 1962 the 
first service of Faith Lutheran 
Church was held with 110 persons 
present, 

Services were continued at 
Pike School for about one year 
and with the imminent sale of the 
building, the congregation was 
forced to move. Phillips 
Academy kindly made Peabody 
House available for use on Sun- 
day mornings and on certain 
special occasions such as Christ- 
mas Eve and Lent. Peabody 
House was the parish home from 
September 1963 until the first 
unit of the church building 
program was completed in 
September 1967. 

A Sunday Church School was 
established at the start of the ser- 
vices at Pike and Mrs. Roediger, 
one of the founders of the con- 
gregation, was the first 
superintendent. A number of 
members have since served as 
leaders in the Sunday School. At 
the present time, George Heiter 
and Ethel Olsen share the Sunday 
School administrative respon- 
sibilities. 

Early in the formation of the 
mission, the ladies organized a 
Lutheran Church Woman’s group 
and since then have undertaken 
many worthwhile projects at 
home and abroad. An Altar Guild 
was formed from the LCW group 
in February, 1965, with the sole 
task of caring for the altar in all 
its aspects. The Guild has made 
the communion linens and the 
altar paraments. They have 
assisted in the preparation for 
Holy Communion and have 
arranged the flowers each Sun- 
day. 

On Dee. 1, 1963, Faith Lutheran 
Church was officially organized. 
At this memorable service, the 
Rev. Dr. O. Karl Olander, New 
England Synod President, and 
the Rev. Gordon W. Loren, the 
Regional Secretary of the Board 
of American Missions officiated. 
On this date, Faith Lutheran 
Church of Andover became an of- 
ficial congregation of the 
Lutheran Church in America. 
Rev. Hartland H. Gifford was of- 
ficially installed as the first 
pastor of the congregation. A 
fellowship assembly was held at 
South Congregational Church 
following the formal 
organizational service at 
Peabody House. 

A search for land for a church 
building was started early in the 
life of the organized congrega- 
tion. Many hours were spent 
looking at plots in the West and 
South sections of Andover. In 
April, 1964, the congregation took 
title to 3.4 acres of Wildwood and 
South Main Street and im- 
mediately a building committee 
was appointed by the Church 
Council to select an architect and 
to act on behalf of the congrega- 
tion in pursuing the many facets 
of a building program. 

With much deliberation on the 
style of architecture to be chosen 
and on the qualifications and 
work of the many architects in- 
terviewed, the Committee 
selected Royal-Barry Wills 
Associates as the firm for Faith 
Lutheran Church. A master plan 
was formulated and drawings for 
the first unit were developed in 


detail. The Building Committee 


secured the necessary approvals 
of the plans from the Board of 
American Missions of the 
Lutheran Church in America and 
the congregation selected C.B. 
Westgate and Sons of Medford, 
as the contractors for the con- 
struction of the first unit of the 
new church. Ground was broken 
in January, 1967, and the struc- 
ture was essentially completed in 
August of that year. 

Many other happenings have 
played a part in the formation of 
this congregation and in the early 
years of its existence as a power 
in the church life of Andover, The 
patient, guiding hand of Pastor 
Loren helped greatly in assisting 
the Pastor, the council, the 
building committee and the con- 
gregation. in many important 
decisions that were required in 
the formative period of this new 
congregation. 

Rev. Gifford resigned the 
pastorate of Faith Lutheran 
Church effective Dec. 1, 1970, 
after more than eight years of 
service to the congregation, to 
accept a call to Middletown, 
Conn. Rev. Donald Myrom of 
Abington, accepted a call to An- 
dover and assumed pastoral 
duties Jan. 18, 1971. Faith 
Lutheran Church chose to relin- 
quish financial aid from the 
Board of American Missions in 
1971 and to assume full budget 
responsibilities. The congrega- 
tion has experienced a substan- 
tial turn-over in membership due 
to the high degree of mobility of 
the people and their work 
locations but despite this, steady 
growth has been experienced. 

The decade past has been filled 
with joys of accomplishments 
and sorrows for departed 
members. Mr. Edward 
Hillerstrom, Katherin Becker, 
Mary Clouse, Margaret Snell and 
Louise Tyson have been called 
from our presence by death. 
Many more have moved from the 
Andover area and they are 
remembered for their efforts 
that helped to bring Faith con- 
gregation to where it now is. 
With God’s help, the spiritual life 
of Faith will be strengthened in 
the years to come and this con- 
gregation will stand erect and 
share the responsibilities with 
other parishes in the New 
England Synod of. the Lutheran 
Church in America.

An Ecological 
Christmas 


This is the year for an old- 
fashioned Merry Christmas. It’s 
also the year to try the newest of 
the new - - am ecological Christ- 
mas. 

Strangely enough, the newest 
and the oldest come very close 
together. For both, Christmas is 
not big business: Christmas is 
love. 

- Enjoy the fireplace more 
because your house is cool. Turn 
off the lights and sing carols by 
firelight. 

- Save energy by eliminating 
outdoor Christmas lighting. 


Don’t buy any new lights for the 
indoor Christmas tree, and only 
light the old ones when you’re 
right in there enjoying them and 
celebrating. 

Put the old lights and old 
decorations on a live Christmas 


tree, which you can plant in your 
yard or in a park when the holi- 
day season is over. For new 
decorations, use berries and pop- 
corn, which the birds will enjoy 
when the new year and snow 
come, 

Don't overdo the candy and 
cookies. Nature didn’t intend 
this. 

Use Christmas cards made 
of recycled paper and/or 
foldover cards which don’t re- 
quire envelopes. Some people say 
to cut your long Christmas card 
list, but in these days when peo- 
ple move often and lose touch 
with old friends, maybe Christ- 
mas Cards aren’t such a bad idea. 
Think it over, pro and con, and 
decide what fits your own needs. 

Wrap up your gifts with im- 
agination! The Sunday funnies, 
plus a big red ribbon, are fan- 
tastic for covering up such big 
toys as children’s bikes or doll 
houses or slides. Old sheet music, 
old maps, and old brown wrap- 
ping paper or shopping bags, 
decorated with crayon by the 
children, are both unusual and 
beautiful for gift wraps. And, of 
course, practice the old trick of 
saving boxes, ribbons and paper 
for re-use next year. 

- Then comes the whole realm 
of gifts. The first rule, this 
Christmas of the energy crisis, 
is: Don’t buy electrical gifts. 

- Don’t buy gifts that add only 
to the Gross National Product, 
but don’t add to the quality of 
life. In this category come 
children’s toys that you know will 
fall apart before New Year’s 
Day, and adult gifts which they 
don’t need and will never use. 
Don’t buy a lot of junk. 


- Books, music (records or in- 
struments), and art (for looking 
at or for doing) are enduring and 
add to the joy of life. - Then 
there are directly ecological 
gifts: recycled stationery, 
ecological books and magazines 
(a subscription to ‘“‘The Curious 
Naturalist’? for a child on your 
list), terrariums, scientific and 
ecological kits and games, 
memberships in organizations 
like the Massachusetts Audubon 
Society, where your gift will help 
nature and the recipient can en- 
joy the organization’s activities 
and sanctuaries year-round. 

- For those who understand, 
gifts in their name to causes and 
charities, colleges and churches, 
are wonderful. But not everyone 
feels such a gift is personal 
enough. 

- Gifts you have made 
yourself are treasures. They are 
bought with the best thing you 
can give: not money, but love. 

- Half a dozen free dis- 
hwashing coupons, five free 
back-rub coupons, or ten hours of 
free baby-sitting will be welcom- 
ed joyfully (and are inexpen- 
sive). They give yourself, and 
your love. 

At Christmas, 
that’s important.

Thinking 
Of A Pet? 


If you are planning to give your 
children a pet for Christmas, the 
American Veterinary Medical 
Association (AVMA) has a few 
suggestions which can make the 
gift a joy for the entire family. 

Decide what size pet you can 
accommodate in your house or 
apartment, allowing enough 
room for the animal to sleep, eat, 
play and exercise. Be sure to 
select a pet that will fit into your 
family’s style of living. 

Exotic animals such as 
monkeys, skunks, jungle cats and 
certain reptiles rarely make 
good pets. They are usually ex- 
pensive and difficult to care for. 

Pets cost money. Be prepared 
for the day-to-day expenses of 
food, health care and other essen- 
tials. ‘‘Free’’ pets from animal 
shelters also involve some ex- 
pense. Any animal you bring into 
your home should be thoroughly 
examined by a veterinarian and 
vaccinated against infectious dis- 
eases. Your pet may also require 
a license. Regular visits to the 
veterinarian will help keep your 
pet happy and healthy. 

It is a good idea to have your 
pet spayed or neutered as soon as 
your veterinarian says the 
animal is ready. Spaying will 
free you from the burden of try- 
ing to find homes for kittens and 
puppies - an increasingly difficult 
problem. You probably will find 
that the operation also makes 
your pet healthier and a better 
companion. Neutered animals 
are less likely to roam or ‘‘spot’’ 
furniture and carpets. 

Careful selection, proper plan- 
ning and responsible care can 
make pet ownership a wonderful 
experience for the whole family.

The World 


Skiing down a mountain with a 
lighted torch in your hand. 
.strewing hay on the floor of your 
home. . .knocking on neighbors’ 
doors in a symbolic pilgrimage - - 
these are some of the ways you 
might find yourself celebrating 
Christmas in other parts of the 
world. 

In token of Christ’s birth in a 
manger, Poles spread hay on the 
floor and Lithuanians have straw 
under the tablecloth at their 
festive Christmas Eve meal. The 
colorful Mexican posada or 
pilgrimage dramatizes the 
search which led Mary and 
Joseph to the stable. For each of 
the nine nights before Christmas, 
a couple dressed as Mary and 
Joseph goes from house to house. 
Only at the last house are they - - 
and the parade of neighbors 
which is now following them - - 
invited in for supper. 

An even more novel procession 
may be seen in the mountains of 
Austria. According to 
researchers for the House of 
4711, who have been collecting 
material on foreign Christmases, 
wood carvers in the little town of 
Oberammergau meet on Christ- 
mas Eve and ski down the moun- 


tain slopes with flaming torches 
in their hands, singing as they 
go! 
Just about every country which 
celebrates Christmas has its un- 
ique bit of seasonal folklore or 
ritual. In Sweden, it’s the feast of 
St. Lucia on December 13, usher- 
ing in the Christmas season, 
Each community chooses a love- 
ly Lucia Queen to represent the 
young girl martyred for her 
religion centuries before in an- 
cient Rome. In families with 
daughters, the prettiest plays the 
role of Lucia. Her ‘‘privilege’’: 
to wait on everyone else for the 


day! 
But even the standard holiday 
features - - Christmas dinner, 


Christmas presents and Yuletide 
decorations - - have picturesque 
local variations. Not only does 
Santa have numerous aliases 
(he’s Julenissen in Denmark, 
Pere Noel in France, the Abbot 
of Unreason in Scotland), but in 
Italy he is a she. Italian kids 
place their trust in Befana, an old 
woman on a broomstick who 
brings gifts to good children and 
ashes to bad ones. (In older ver- 
sions of the legend, she ate the 
juvenile delinquents). 

The date of the big Christmas 
dinner also varies around the 
world; many countries have it on 
Christmas Eve, before or after 
midnight services. Our 
traditional Christmas turkey 
does not appear on many menus. 
The French reveillon, a feast 
which occurs after midnight

Mass, is apt to feature oysters 
and sausages; in the French 
province of Brittany, buckwheat 
cakes with sour cream are serv- 
ed. The Norwegian Christmas 
dinner features a fish called lut- 
fisk. At a Polish Christmas Eve 
dinner, the number of courses is 
fixed at seven, nine or eleven; a 
Lithuanian Christmas feast must 
include twelve courses, one for 
each of the twelve disciples! 

During the Christmas season, 
Germans and Rumanians bake 
long, thin cakes that symbolize 
the Christ Child wrapped in 
swaddling clothes. In the Ukrai- 
nian part of Russia, cattle are 
given the first taste of the Christ- 
man supper, because animals 
were the first to behold Christ. In 
parts of rural Germany, this is 
carried one step further - - cattle 
and their owners both fast the 
day before Christmas, and eat 
well on Christmas Eve! 

In England and France, the 
Yule log is favored; in some dis- 
tricts of England, whole families 
go to the forest to select their 
Yule log. Pear, olive and 
applewood are considered best, 
and tradition says that the log 
must be large enough to last until 


New Year’s Day. 

Perhaps the most unusual 
Christmas tradition of all is the 
one adhered to by some Swiss 
romantics. These folk advise a 
boy or girl to visit nine different 
fountains and take three sips 
from each at the time the bells 
are ringing for midnight services 
on Christmas Eve. After this odd 
rite has been completed, the 
future husband or wife will be 
found standing at the door of the 
church and a regular courtship 
will begin - - if the spell has work- 
ed. 


Keep Your Tree 
Safe And Green 


Try this Christmas recipe to 
help keep your tree safe, and 
green, during the holiday season! 

¥%, cup Green Garde micronized 
iron 

1 gallon hot tap water 

2 cups Karo light corn syrup 

4 teaspoons Clorox or other 
chlorinated household bleach 

Mix micronized iron in hot tap 
water. Stir in corn syrup and 
bleach. The micronized iron does 
not completely dissolve, but 
produces a bluish green mixture 
with particles which settle to the 
bottom. 

Prepare the tree by sawing off 
one inch from base to remove 
clotted resins or any other 
residue. Pound base of freshly 
cut trunk with hammer, mallet 
or axe head to crush fibers. Stand 
tree in good-sized metal bowl- 
type stand, and fill with 
micronized iron solution. Add 
remainder of solution and warm 
tap water as necessary, keeping 
stand approximately ™% full. 
Discard tree as’ soon as needles 
begin to fall. 

Green Garde with micronized 
iron is a natural hosticultural 
iron, available at most florists, 
garden supply or hardware 
stores.

. instead of, as in the past, in self 


contained programs. This means, 
_he said, including these children 
for a greater part of the day in 
the regular classroom situation. 

He said a core evaluation team 
will have to be’set up to interpret 
the special. needs of children 
brought to their attention, and 
then appropriate steps will be 
taken. 

He said that parents must be 
involved from the beginning, and 
that under the new law, they 
could also challenge the results 
of evaluation. If we don’t have 
available what the child needs, 
he said, then we must provide it. 

Mrs. Pamel Kvilekval, 
program advisor for learning dis- 
abilities, said that in nearly 
every category, Andover has 
been taking care of some needs 
of special children. Among the 
programs already in existence, 
are self-contained and integrated 
classrooms for emotionally dis- 
turbed, and those whose mental 
development is ‘‘markedly 
delayed’’; speech and language 
therapy; screening for all pupils; 
tutoring for grades one through 
twelve; remedial linguistic 
classes for grades one through 
seven; special physical education 
classes for grades K_ through 
nine; a summer enrichment and 
remedial program for children 


with social and cultural 
background differences; and 
tutoring for legally blind pupils. 


Jankauskas added that An- 
dover has sent children out of the 
schools in every category when 
needed, For instance, he said, 
there is nothing here for the deaf. 

He added that the new law re- 
quires consideration for ages 
three through 21, and in the past, 
they had been bound by only the 
five through sixteen age groups. 
in the area of mentally retarded, 
for instance, he said, this now 
brings up the question of do we 
need a sheltered workshop. 

In taking a look at the future, 
Gene Frulla, principal of West 
Elementary, said that the law is 
not specific on whether or not 
gifted children will be included in 
“special needs.” 

Among the problems, he said, 
will be personnel, transportation, 
and space. He said many 
teachers will be asked to interact 
with special needs children 
where they hadn’t before. This 
will mean inservice training. He 
said more workshops may now be 
needed to help parents meet the 
needs of their children. 

Transportation will have to be 
‘provided to children who must go 
to special outside institution 
agencies. How much will be 
reimbursed by the state is vague 
at this point, but the school ad- 
ministration, in its budget es- 
timates, had figured about $10,- 
000 each for transportation and 
tuition for 40 such youngsters. 

School Committee Chairman 
Frank Griggs said the committee 
had already corresponded with 
other schools in the area, to dis- 
cuss mutual needs, and the com-

mittee moved to send a letter to 
the state asking for more specific 
guidelines, and clarification on 
state reimbursement and more 
definition on gifted children. 

Committeeman Bill Lane call- 
ed it ‘‘grossly unfair to the com- 
munity to thrust this kind of in- 
debtedness on it without 
thorough knowledge of what it’s 
going to cost.”’ 

By the way of personnel 
changes, Tuesday night, the 
School Committee accepted the 
resignation of Mrs. Selma 
Flieder as instructional aide at 
Bancroft, now secretary to Assis- 
tant Superintendant Edward 
Regan; and Miss Linda Holland, 
an instructional aide at 
Shawsheen who is now teaching 
in New Hampshire. 

Douglas Buchanan was ap- 
pointed intermediate teacher at 
South, pending a waiver. Miss 
Deborah Houle was named per- 
manent substitute in English at 
West Jr. High until Mrs. 
Eldredge returns from a one 
year leave of absence, and Mrs. 
Katherine Leith, was appointed 
teacher aide at East Jr. High.

consumption, the Committee 
Tuesday lopped $26,835 off the 
preliminary total of $186,835 for 
fuel; $24,221 off the $184,221 for 
electricity; and $2000 off the $27,- 
000 for custodial supplies. 

Chairman Frank Griggs noted 
that they would be keeping a 
close eye on the fuel situation, 
but said he felt the needs were 
overstated in the ad- 
ministration’s requests. 

Business Manager Edward 
Weil said he had figured the costs 
on a maximum of $.50 per gallon 
for No. 2 fuel (which was as low 
as $.12 in 1972), and $10 a barrel 
for No. 5 fuel (which was $3.75 
last winter), as estimated by the 
fuel companies. He had also built 
in 10 per cent for a colder than 
average year, and had not built in 
the 20 to 25 per cent conservation 
amount presently requested by 
the State Department of Educa- 
tion. He had also figured into the 
electricity figure, a six per cent 
cost increase anticipated by July 
of '74, 

“Plant’’ items given tem- 
porary approval include truck 
travel, $1500; gas, $5,214; 
telephone, $24,400; and water, 
$9,100. 

Weil explained that the truck 
item includes the operating costs 
(gas, oil, registration, tires, 
repair), of a maintenance and 
delivery truck. Gas is used to 
cook in the cafeteria, and to heat 
hot water for dishes and showers 
when the boilers are not in use in 
the warmer months. He said that 
telephone survey a few months 
ago had already resulted in 
economy in that area. 

While it made no cuts so far in 
the maintenance portion of the 
budget, the committee reserved 
discussion until next meeting on 
the items of security for all 
schools ($25,000), consultant 
preventative maintenance and

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cost analysis ($25,000), outside 
repairs ($15,000), and replace- 
ment of equipment ($10,000). 

One of the major maintenance 
increases was for incinerators 
and refuse collection. In 1972 $3,- 
076 was spent in this area, but the 
estimate for 1974 is $9,000. Weil 
called that figure ‘‘tight,’’ but 
said he hoped to start a recycling 
program that would help offset 
some of the increases. The refuse 
collection this year went out on 
bids, -and the schools pick up the 
dump permit fees. 

Contracted maintenance had 
been upped from $1,308 in 1972 to 
$5,500 for 1974, to cover hot top 
paths in front and behind the high 
school and Sanborn School; 
playground equipment at the 
kindergarten level; a repair of 
front steps at Hast Jr. High, and 
miscellaneous doors, benches, 
posts, signs and cement work. 

Committeeman John Wragg 
proposed cutting the contracted 
expenses in an economy move, 
but Dr. Kenneth R. Seifert, 
superintendent of schools, ob- 
jected that these were the areas 
that were frequently cut, and 
that ‘‘we’re falling behind in all 
areas of maintenance.” 

Weil had said that there was 
virtually no kindergarten 
playground equipment in any of 
the schools. 

Other given temporary ap- 
proval include bulbs, $6,000; 
carpentry, $12,000; painting, $10,- 
000; plumbing, $25,000; boiler 
combustion chambers, $5,200; 
electrical, $12,000; drapes and 
shades, $3,000; oil burners, $6,- 
500; roof repairs, $7,000; and 
machine maintenance, $4,250. 

Weil said that more should be 
spent on bulbs than in the past, to 
provide adequate lighting and 
prevent burned out ‘‘ballasts,”’ in 


spite of two price increases in the 
past year. The carpentry item, 
he explained, covers im- 
provements and repairs made by 
Board of Education men to save 
outside contracting costs. He 
said lofts providing extra space 
in the high school were made by 
pupils last year, for the cost of 
lumber alone. ; 
He said money saved in the 
painting budget this year, by hav- 
ing Doherty and Shawsheen men 
work at other schools during the 
summer, could now be used to 
paint the outside of Doherty and 
Shawsheen. Usually, he said, the 
six to 10 rooms painted per school 
per year, are largely contracted 
out.
